ANNUAL STATUS REPORT RELEASED BY STATE 


Elba City Schools gets good marks

The Elba City Schools got good 
marks in the annual status report re 
cently released by the Alabama De- 
partment of Education 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
was obviously pleased with the re- 
sults as he went over the report with 
The Elba Clipper on Tuesday after- 
noon. He commended the teachers 
and the students for their efforts in 
spite of the adverse conditions the 
system has been operating under 
since last March. 

The report divides the state into 
eight homogeneous groups, or clus- 
ters, based on socioeconomic condi- 
tions of the community and the size 
of the system as determined by en- 
rollment. 

The report provides for reporting 
of certain information items by sys- 
tem, by cluster, and by state for com- 
parison purposes. 

The Elba numbers are not entirely 
accurate, considering the March 
1990 flood time is right in the mid- 
dle of the reporting period. 

However, even with the flood, 


Elba held a 94.8% daily attendance, 
only a .1% lower than the state aver- 
age. 

Elba spent 54.4 % of the available 
funds on classroom instruction, com- 
pared with only a 50% state average. 
However Elba exceeded the average 
in general administration and child 
nutrition by a fraction of a percent. 

Elba continues to fall short in lo- 
cal revenue percentages, chalking up 
only a 9.7% compared with a state 
average of 19.3%. This figure has 
been a bit confusing in the past, be- 
cause certain funds coming from the 
City are not counted because they 
don't actually go to the school first, 
before paying school bonds, etc. 

Test scores for Elba are enlighten- 
ing also. The Stanford Achievement 
test were not taken in Elba, due to 
the flood destroying all testing mate- 
rials and the time for giving the test 
ran out during the flood turmoil. 
However Elba did well on the ACT 
and the High School Graduation Ex- 
amination. 

The ACT average in Elba was 
18.6, while the state average was 
19.9, However the Elba students ex- 


Creel murder trial underway

A Coffee County jury began hear- 
ing testimony in the Joseph D. Creel 
murder trial on Monday afternoon. 

Creel, 26, of Elba is charged with 
two counts of murder and one count 
of first-degree assault. 

The charges resulted from the in- 
vestigation of a two-vehicle wreck 
which occurred July 8, 1990, at ap- 
proximately 5:05 a.m., on Alabama 
Highway 189 approximately four 
miles south of Elba. 

There were two persons, Scotty 
Wayne Norris, 19, and Dorthy A. 
Skinner, 56, both of Elba, killed in 
the two-car crash. 

Norris was a passenger in the au- 
tomobile driven by Creel and Skin- 
ner was a passenger in the other au- 
tomobile involved in the crash 
driven by Mrs. Myrtice Guy, 69, of 
Elba. 

Mrs. Guy sustained serious inju- 
ries in the wreck and is still being 
treated by doctors at this time. 

Also injured in the wreck was 
Ronnie Crawley, 22, of Elba. He 


was a passenger in the Creel automo- 
bile. 

The murder charges are a result 
of the Norris and Skinner deaths. 
The injury to Mrs. Guy resulted in 
the first-degree assault charge. 

Assistant District Attorney Al 
Smith stated in his opening argu- 
ment Monday that excessive speed 
and the consumption of alcoholic 
beverages contributed directly to the 
cause of the crash which resulted in 
the death of two persons and serious- 
ly injuring another. 

The attorney for the defense, 
Merrill Shirley, said that he expected 
to show the blood alcohol of Creel to 
be less than half the legal limit of in- 
toxication at the time of the wreck. 
Also, he stated that a bad curve in 
the road near the scene of the im- 
pact was a factor in causing the 
wreck.

ceed the state average on the core 
curriculum (English, Math, Science 
and Social Studies), In this area they 
scored an average of 22 while the 
state average was 21.6 

Elba dropped down on the ACT 
test in the area of courses which in- 
clude foreign languages, etc. 

On the graduation exam, Elba stu- 
dents have pulled their average up in 
the math area, a continuing problem 
in past years. This year 97.5 of the 
Students passed this portion on the 
first try. The state average was only 
95.5%. Historically Elba has fallen 
below the state average in this area. 

Elba dropped below the state av- 
erage in reading, but again exceeded 
in the language avea. 

The overall average put Elba 
2.4% above the average. 

Pearce was optimistic the short- 
falls in the Elba test results could be 
addressed and the students given the 
necessary additional help to over- 
come the problems. He pointed out 
the 64.8% of the Elba teachers who 
have advanced teaching degrees as a 
valuable resource to implement the 
necessary problem solving.

Van damaged by explosion in Jack

An explosion which damaged a 
vehicle in the Jack Community is un- 
der investigation by the Coffee 
County Sheriffs Department and 
ATF (Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
and Firearms is a division of the fed- 
eral government) investigators. 

At approximately 1:45 a.m. on 
Wednesday, March 27, 1991, Mr. 
Herbert Bundy, who resides on Co. 
Rd. 43 in the Jack Community in 
North Coffee County, was awaken 
by a “loud noise.” 

According to Sheriff Brice Paul, 
Mr. Bundy did not see anything out 
of the ordinary when he investigated, 
so, ‘\ went back to bed. 

Shortly after 7:00 am., Mr. 
Bundy realized that a 1986 Ford 
Econoline Van which was parked in 
his yard had been damaged by an ex- 
plosion and he notified the authori- 
lies, 

After arriving on the scene and 
making a preliminary investigation, 
the sheriffs department requested 
technical assisilance from Ft, Ruck- 
er's Explosive Ordinance Disposal 
Detachment. 

The bomb team, afier investigat- 
ing the explosion scene and the yehi- 
cle involved, determined that it was 
not a “mechanical vehicle explo 
sion.” 


Sheriff Paul stated that ATF offi- 
cials were called in to investigate the 
scene and they reportedly sent pieces 
from the van to a laboratory in At- 
lanta for analysis. 

Authorities reportedly have sever- 
al leads in the case, but they are 
seeking additional information 
which will lead to the arrest and con- 
viction of those responsible. 


Paul has asked that anyone who 
might have heard or saw anything 
unusual between midnight and 2 
a.m, on Wednesday (March 28) 
should call the Sheriff's Department 
at 897-5012 or 347-2616. 

The investigation has been turned 
over to ATF agents and the Coffee 
County Sheriffs Department and 
DA's Office are assisting them.

Boutwell killed in auto mishap

On Friday morning, March 29, 
1991, a one car automobile accident 
claimed the life of Derrick Laron 
Boutwell, age 28, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs, Charles Boutwell formally of 
Elba. The victim's grandfather, 
Leavy Boutwell resides in Elba, 

Accoring to reports, the accident 
occurred approximately one mile 
from Boutwell's home in Lowndes 
County, Alabama. He resided in 
Burkeville, 


Authorities have not determined 
the cause of the accident, but report- 
edly, bad driving conditions existed 
due to inclement weather in the area 
at about the time Boutwell would 
have been driving home from work, 

A passing motorist noticed what 
appeared to be signs of an accident 
and notified nearby residents, Upon 
further investigation, Boutwell's car 
and body was discovered and the au- 
thorities were notified,

the bid did not include insulation in 
the structure. He stated that he felt 
that the building would have to be 
insulated when constructed or at 
least before cold weather. 

Mayor Jim Driskell stated that 
this bid was approximately $3,000 
lower than previous bids submitted 
on the same proposed construction. 

In Mr. Blackmon's bid, a request 
was made that the city advance him 
$1,500 to purchase material (steel) to 
be used on the storage facility. 

The building which will have two 
twelve foot wide doors and a 3 foot 
wide entrance door on the front wall 
will be used to house the rescue am- 
bulance and other city equipment. 

Mayor Driskell was instructed by 
the council to discuss the bid with 
Mr. Blackmon and report back to the 
council before taking any further ac- 
tion on the matter. 

A bid on janitorial service for city 
hall was approved on a temporary 
basis to “see how it works out.” Mr. 
Jimmy Anderson with Power Clean 
of Coffee Springs submitted the bid 
at a cost of $35 for bi-weekly janito- 
rial services. The city clerk, Linda 
Dillo, was instructed to work out the

The Elba Police Department is 
planning to present a Drug Aware- 
ness Program on Tuesday, April 16, 
1991, at 7:00 p.m, in the courtroom 
of the Coffee County Courthouse in 
Elba. 

The general public, young and 
old, are being urged to attend this 
session which will hopefully make 
them more aware of the drug prob- 
lem in Elba as well as the surround- 
ing area, 

Some of the topics to be dis- 
cussed will include: information 
about drugs in the Elba area, prob- 
lems drugs present to both users and 
non-users, Courtroom prosecuuuon ol 
drug cases, and what the public can 
do to help the authorities. 

A question and answer session 
will follow the formal presentation 
of the above information. 

According to Investigator Donnie 
Byrd, a member of the Elba Police 
Department who is presently as- 
signed to the 12 Judicial Circuit 
Drug Task Force, there will be a dis- 
play of many different types of drug 
abuse.

Units of the Elba Rescue Squad 
and the Elba Fire Department were 
dispatched to the scene of the acci- 
dent. 

Injured in the accident were 18 
year old Derrick Young of Brantley, 
Alabama and 16 year old Misty 
Dawn Miller a resident of 418 
Moore Avenue of Elba. 

Sgt. Cobb stated that Young was 
trapped in his vehicle and had to be 
freed by rescue personnel using the 
Jaws-ot-Life. 

Young and Miller were both 
transported by units of the Elba Res- 
cue Squad to Elba General Hospital 
for emergency treatment. They were 
later transferred fo Flowers Hospital 
in Dothan for further treatment of 
their injuries. 

At the time of transfer, Young's 
condition was listed as critical with 
what was believed to be serious in- 
ternal injuries. 

Miller's condition was listed as 
stable with lacerations to the head 
and legs. 

Miller has since been released 
from the hospital and Young is still 
in a Dothan hospital with his condi- 
tion listed as guarded. 

Sgt. Leslie Hussey of the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department was the 
first officer on the scene and assisted 
local police with the investigation, 


Water Expansion 
plans approved 
Tuedsay Evening 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board has approved a $1,136,125 
upgrade of the local public water 
system, The action was taken in a 
special meeting Tuesday aftemoon, 

The Board instructed Peters- 
Mitchell & Associates of Dothan to 
proceed with the plans for the pro- 
ject. They were told the planning 
Stage would take four to five 
months, 

The bidding process will take at 
least another month before the actual 
work can begin, 

Included in the work will be ma- 
jor revisions and additions to furnish 
water to the Highway 84 West area 
where the new school complex is be- 
ing built, 

Also there will be a new tank on 
Highway 84 East, to better supply 
the customers on the East side of the 
river and the rural walter customers 
in that direction, 

Other modifications of water 
lines and pumps are said to insure 
improvements of water pressure in 
other areas. Some work is also 
scheduled on the water wells them- 
selves 10 compensate for the continu- 
ally dropping water table. 

Funding for the project has not 
been determined. The board is con- 
sidering an increase in waler rales 
but are also looking al comparisons 
with other towns to the Elba sewer 
rates 

A bond issue has been proposed, 
but some members believe they can 
save money by getting the funding 
from the local banks and avoid the 
fees for issuing the bonds.

We assume the designers of this plan have something planned for locating 
the the rescue squad building and the senior citizens building. 


We like the idea of putting the senior citizens in the former superinten- 
dent's office; the library and rescue squad on the lot across from the police 
station, where the old city hall and the Taylor home are being torn down. 
We are not yet ready to be the one who says tear down the auditorium and 
Jr High wing of the old school. There are some problems with this, and we 
can see the need for some modifications of that plan but join with at least 
the majority of the library board in opposing something the experts tell us 
just ain't a good idea. Let's take the money sent in for building a library 
and build a library . . . .not send it back to Montgomery and Washington! 


We think there is still life in the Jr High wing of the old school as well as 
the auditorium. Some of those facilities should work fine for setting up 
both a home for senior citizens and a daycare for other senior citizens, al- 
lowing those who care for them now at home to hold down a paying job 
during the day. Also we believe in having a facility for elderly people to 
live, have medical help and prepared food close by, without having to enter 


a nursing home. 


. . Somewhere they can live and enjoy their remaining 


years, ... is something they so richly deserve. 


Now about the tearing down of school buildings. First before anything can 
be done with the buildings, the school board must decide they have com- 
pleted their dealings with the feds over flood damage. This, we understand 
will take several more months. Then, and only then, can they give the city 
title to the property. At that time, we think the middle school and probably 
the vocational building should be knocked down. The middle school is ap- 
parently dangerous to even walk in while the vocational facility repair cost 
are shocking. Then we should start looking at needs and uses for the other 


facilities.

Army Recruits Qualify For 
$850,00 Plus For College 


Tuition for colleges and vocation- 
al schools continues to rise each 
year. This is causing many young 
people and their parents to worry 
about how they will pay for their 
higher education, 

There are sources of financial as- 
sistance available that include schol- 
arships, grants, student loans and 
student work programs. "There is an- 
other option that is worth investigat- 


, ing," said Lt. Col. Mark A. Brannen, 


commander of the U.S. Army Re- 
cruiting Battalion, headquartered in 
Montgomery, Al, "It is the Mont- 
gomery G.I, Bill plus the Army Col- 
lege Fund Programs," 

During the months of October, 
November and December, 44 young 
men and women from Alabama and 
the Panhandle of Florida enlisted in 
the Army to take advantage of these 
education assistance programs. 

"By enlisting in the Armed Ser- 
vices, you can become eligible for 
the G.I, bill that offers up to $10,800 
towards your college education," 
Brannen said, 

Participation in this program is 
voluntary and works like this: 

* Enroll at time of enlistment in 
G.I, Bill program and agree to con 


tribute $100 per month for 12 
months to the G.I. Bill Fund. This 
$1,200 is not refundable, 

* The program is administered by 
the Veterans Administration, When 
you enter college or vocational/ 
technical school as a full time stu- 
dent you will receive $300 per aca- 
demic month for up to 36 months. 

"In addition to the basic G.I, Bill, 
the U.S. Army offers some qualified 
high school graduates the Army Col- 
lege Fund for a grand total enlist- 
ment of $17,000 for a 2 year enlist- 
ment, $22,800 for 3 years or $25,200 
for 4 years," explained Byannen. 
"The amount will vary depending 
upon the length of service and the 
number of courses carried, Again 
this money is paid by the VA for up 
to 36 academic months at a maxi- 
mum rate of $700 per month, 

"While military service is not 
everyone's cup of tea, the G.I, Bill 
plus the Army college Fund are pro- 
grams worth serious consideration. 
A two or three year enlistment al- 
lows one to mature, grow physically 
and mentally and make a more intel- 
ligent decision about his or her fu- 
ture." said Brannen.

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Drugs In The 90's

The young people of today are constantly being bom- 
barded with information about drugs and drug abuse. Some 
of that information is factual and comes from those persons 
who are genuinely concerned about drug use and the prob- 
lems associated with it. Unfortunately our young people are 
also getting a lot of wrong information about drugs from 
“friends” or from those who would profit from their misery 
once they begin using illicit drugs. Our young people also 
face a tremendous amount of pressure from their peers to 
try drugs. “Friends” will ask them to use the drug “just 
once, it won't hurt.” Those who become involved with 
drugs will soon learn that there is no “just once,” there will 
always come another time when that “friend” will want you 
to try another drug “just once” or use a drug just one more 
time. 

The real tragedy is there are so many different types of 
drugs readily available. The drugs more often abused in- 
clude alcoholic beverages, marijuana and the various forms 
of ‘cocaine. There are all types of pills including stimulants 
or uppers and depressants or downers. 

I think it is very important that we know what the effects 
of each of these drugs are on the user and what dangers are 
readily associated with continued abuse. 


ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 

Alcohol acts as a depressant on the central nervous sys- 
tem. Alcohol slows reaction time and makes it difficult for 
the user to think clearly at times. Young people should 
know that the number one cause of death in youngsters of 
driving age is alcohol related traffic accidents. Long term 
abuse of alcohol wrecks havoc on the user, causing liver 
disease, memory loss, and various other alcohol related dis- 
eases. Many youngsters think the only reason the drinking 
age is 21 is to keep them from having “fun.” In fact, the 
real reason is, youngsters’ bodies are constantly going 
through changes as they continue to grow and alcohol can 
affect that growing process. 


MARIJUANA ice 

At one point in time, marijuana was classified as both a 
stimulant and a depressant. In fact, marijuana is a halluci- 
nogen. Users describe a feeling of euphoria or well being. 
Some who use the drug say they become very drowsy after 
smoking a “joint” (marijuana cigarette). The hallucinogenic 
effect causes distortion in time and place. Some users have 
said they could “feel” or “see” music. Most marijuana users 
state the drug “slows things down.” Marijuana is derived 
from the plant cannibis saviva and there are more than 400 
different chemicals in marijuana smoke. Of those 400 
chemicals, there are 60 different substances that are found 
only in marijuana smoke called cannabinoids. The principle 


substance in marijuana that is responsible for getting the 
user “high” is Delta 9 tetrahydrocannabinol or as it is more 
commonly known “THC.” There have been several thou- 
gand studies conducted on marijuana in the last 15 to 20 
years and not one has had anything positive to say about 
the drug. Scientist tell us it will be a couple of years before 
we can fully start to measure the effects the drug has had on 
people who were regular users in the 60's and 70's. Science 
also tells us, marijuana today is much more potent than the 
marijuana of the 60's and 70's, as much as 5 to 20 times 
more powerful. Marijuana users place themselves in danger 
of developing lung cancer, memory loss, chromosome dam- 
age, hormonal changes and other related medical problems. 
Another very important factor, marijuana is ILLEGAL! 
Possession may lead to arrest, a criminal record and jail! 


COCAINE 

Cocaine is the most potent stimulant, of natural origin, 
known to man, cocaine is extracted from the leaves of the 
coca plant (Ethroxylon coca) which has been cultivated in 
the Andean highlands of South America since prehistoric 
times. People in the region chew the leaves for refreshment 
and relief of fatigue. 

Pure cocaine was first isolated in the 1889's and was 
used as a topical anesthetic in eye surgery. Cocaine was 
also used in surgery of the nose and throat. Many of co- 
caine's therapeutic uses are now obsolete with the advent of 
safer drugs as local anesthetics. 

Cocaine is distributed as a white crystalline power and is 
often diluted or “cut” with other substances like lactose 
(milk sugar), manniditol (a laxative), and local anesthetics 
like lidocaine and procaine. Powered cocaine (cocaine hy-

drochloride) is usually snorted or inhaled into the nose, it 
can also be injected into the bloodstream. Cocaine in this 
form is very expensive. Cost varies depending on what part 
of the country you are in and the availability of the drug. 
Prices recently have ranged from a low of approximately 
1,300 dollars per ounce to a high of approximately 3,000 
dollars per ounce, 

Crack cocaine, the most dangerous form of the drug, has 
become very popular of late. Crack is the smokable form of 
the drug. It is cheaper per dose than powered cocaine and is 
more potent. Crack, when smoked, reaches the brain in 
from 3 to 8 seconds and can be as much as 90% pure. This 
form of cocaine is extremely addictive. A single person on 
a “crack binge” can smoke several hundred dollars worth of 
the drug in just a couple of days. Users tell us that crack 
produces a tremendous “high” that is followed by an equal- 
ly intense “low” or depression. They also report the amount 
they use is related directly to the availability of that drug 
and their ability to buy it. As one user put it, “you support 
your habit by dealing, stealing or becoming a prostitute.” 

People involved with the regular use of crack cocaine of- 
ten lose tremendous amounts of body weight and lose all 
interest in everything except the drug itself. Scientists tell 
us cocaine works directly on the brain, specifically the 
pleasure sensors and for this reason, cocaine is the most 
dangerous drug known to man at the present time. 

Laboratory animals have been used in studies conducted 
on the effects of cocaine and the results were quite alarm- 
ing! Laboratory rats lost approximately 50% of their body 
weight within 30 days of beginning use of the drug and 
90% of that test group died within that same time period. 
Lab technicians found they did not have to “force feed” the 
drug to the animals, in fact the animals took the drug readi- 
ly. Male laboratory monkeys ignored a receptive female, 
chose cocaine over food and would press a button as many 
as 12,000 times for a single dose of cocaine. 

It seems like we are constantly reading in the news about 
a celebrity who has died from cocaine overdose, but it is 
important to remember you don't have to be rich and fa- 
mous to die trom a drug overdose. 

In some instances cocaine has killed the user with the 
first dose. Cocaine causes elevated blood pressure levels, 
increased body temperature, increased heart rate and can 
erg stroke, heart attack, seizures, respiratory failure and 
death. 

Parents, we urge you to learn more about the effects of 
drugs and drug abuse. Talk with your children, keep that 
line of communication open. 

Young people, we encourage you to learn all you can 
about drugs, why they are harmful and ways to resist those 
constant pressures to experiment with drugs. 

We must all become active in helping people to resist 
drugs, in helping those with a drug problem to seek help 
and by reporting suspected drug activity. If everyone pitch- 
es in, we can tum this thing around.

Agriculture Is A 


Stan Windham Associate County Agent 


| am not sure that people across 
Coffee County really realize what 
agriculture means to the economy of 
this county, and for that matter to the 
entire Wiregrass area. In 1989 agri 
culture generated over $112 million 
just in Coffee County. In 1990 (we 
do not have the figures yet) | am 
sure the figures will be down to 
somewhere in the $90 million range, 
but still in a bad year this is a huge 
amount of money to be generated by 
one industry in any given county. 

To give you some idea of the 
types of commodities we have in 
Coffee County, | would like to give 
you just a short rundown of the dif 
ferent commodities, the amount of 
acres, and if we rank in the top 20 in 
the state in some areas of a given 
commodity 

There are some 7500 acres of 
corn in Coffee County, which was 
the 10th ranked county in the state. 
Cotton had 1830 acres while hay had 
900 acres planted and 1700 acres of 
oats, 

Peanuts, which is by far our larg- 
est row crop, had 27,500 acres plant- 
ed in Coffee County, This figure 
ranked fourth in the state. There 
were 1000 acres of sorghum planted, 
and 7600 acres of soybeans. 

Coffee County planted 5500 acres 
of wheat, and we produced 120,000 
pounds of pecans. 

There are 26,500 head of cattle in 
Coffee County, which ranks 20th in 
the state. The reason I put 20th in the 
state by this figure is that it is amaz- 
ing that we have this many cattle

Fire Ants Have No 


Natural Enemies 


Dan Presley-County Agent Coordinator 


FIRE ANTS 

What is the best way to control 
fire ants? Fire ants have no natural 
enemies, and there are no natural 
controls, so chemical treatment is a 
must. 

Baits, contact insecticides or 
pour-ons offer only temporary con 
trol of surface ants. Research indi 
cates that fire ants have a very high 
ly developed security system. At the 


.first sugn that the mound is being 


disturbed, they will immediately 
take the queen deeper into the 
mound or more her to an entirely 
new site. 

Baits can be used to control fire 
ants. The baits are carried into the 
mound through the food cycle and 
eventually kill the queen - or queens 
in multiple queen mounds. Research 
conducted by USDA reports that the 
baits effectiveness on multiple 
queen mounds matches its perfor- 
mance on single queen mounds. 

The bait should be = sprinkled 
around the mound and not on the 
mound itself. Ants may confuse the 
bait with building material, not food, 
if they find it on their mound. 

Even baits won't completely elim- 
inate the fire ant, but they're the best 
weapon we have. For areas larger 
than 3/4 acre, the bait should be 
broadcast using a hand-held or pow- 
er spreader. 

There are several contact insecu- 
cides that can be used to help control 
fire ants Be sure to apply these con- 
tact insecticides in a uniform area up 
to three feet around the mound. 
There are liquid contact insecticides, 
or some people call them pour-ons. 
You need to use about a gallon of 
liquid per mound. Use a sprinkler 
can and thoroughly wet the mound 
and the surrounding area up to four 
feet in diameter. You should keep 
the children and pets off the treated 
area until the spray fries. None of 
these insecticides will rid your prop- 
erty completely of fire ants, but it 
should knock the population down 
so that we can live with them. 

WHY RECYCLE? 

Recycling means reclaiming 
some of our natural resources. Recy- 
cling also generates employment, re- 
duces the threat of pollution and pro 
vides an important opportunity for 
us as citizens to get involved in re- 


solving an important environmental 
problem. 

Paper and paper boards make up 
41 percent of our solid waste. Yard 
wastes come in second with about 17 
plus percent of our solid waste. This 
yard waste might be the easiest to 
handle. We need to use this to put in 
a compost pile and use the compost 
in flower beds, gardens, potted 
plants, etc. The yard wastes we are 
talking about are leaves, yard clip- 
pings, and any other organic material 
that will rot quickly. If we put it ina 
bin with a little soil, it will very 
quickly decompose and this will take 
some pressure off the landfill. 

Let's get behind the recycling pro- 
grams. As an individual citizen, we 
can play an important role in im- 
proving our environmental quality. 


LICHENS 

Is your Wlant covered with a 
greenish-grey, leathery-looking 
growth? This is known as lichens 
which are a non-parasitic growth, Li- 
chens grow on plants because they 
are In poor growing conditions. This 
poor growing condition could be 
from a lack of fertilizer, hardpan, 
root disease, nematodes, cold dam- 
age, drought damage or it might be a 
combination of all of these. The li- 
chens are a good indication that the 
plant is in trouble some way other 
than the lichens. ; 

Lichens grow on the dead bark of 
the tree. They do not take any nutri- 
tion from the growing plant. If your 
trees or shrubs have this, look for a 
cause other than the lichens. Lichens 
can be controlled with a fungicide, 
but your plant will still be in a poor 
growing condition.

Creel convicted on lesser charge of homicide by vehicle

Last Friday afternoon at approxi- 
mately 4:35 p.m., a Coffee County 
jury composed of eight men and four 
women retumed a verdict of guilty 
in the trial of Joseph Dwight Creel, 
25, of Elba, 

The jury rendered the verdict af- 
ter listening to more than three days 
of testimony and deliberating for 
more than nine hours and forty-five 
minutes, 

Creel, who was _ originally 
charged with two counts of murder 
and one count of first-degree assault, 
was found guilty on a lesser charge 
by the jury of homicide by vehicle (2 
counts) and assault in the second- 
degree (1 count), 

The charges had resulted from a 
two-car collision which occurred on 
July 8, 1990 at approximately 5 a.m. 
in the morning. Dorothy A. Skinner, 
56, of Elba and Scotty Wayne Nor- 
ris, 19, also of Elba were killed in 
the mishap. Mrs. Myrtis L. Guy, 68, 
the driver of the one of the vehicles 
Sustained injures in the wreck. Mrs. 
Skinner was a passenger in Mrs. 
Guy's automobile. 

Norris was a passenger in the car 


driven by Creel as was Ronnie 
Crawley, 22, of Elba. Crawley re- 
ceived no serious injuries in the 
crash. 


On December 10, 1990, a Coffee 
County grand jury indicted Joseph 
Creel on two counts of murder in the 
deaths of Skinner and Norris and one 
count of first-degree assault for inju- 


ries sustained by Mrs. Guy in the 
wreck. 

During the course the trial 
which began Monday, April 1, As- 


sistant District Attorney Al Smith, 
through the state's witnesses, devel- 
oped testimony to show that Creel 
was under the influence of alcohol, 


driving his vehicle at a high rate of 
speed, and on the wrong side of the 
road at the time of the collision. The 
wreck happened on Alabama High- 
way 189 approximately four miles 
south of Elba 

The attorney for the defense, 
Merrill Shirley, attempted to discred 
it the testimony given by the state's 
witnesses by calling the defense's 
own experts. A clinical chemist and 
toxicologist, a land surveyor, and a 
retired engineer experience in high- 
way construction were called to tes- 
tify for the defense. 

State toxicoligist Laura Shevlin 
testified that two separate blood 
samples drawn from Creel, one at 
8:45 a.m. and another at 9:15 a.m. 
on the moming of the wreck, 
showed his blood alcohol level to be 
.046 percent and .031 percent re- 
spectively. 

Alabama law considers a person 
to be legally drunk if their blood al- 
cohol level is .10 percent and under 
the influence if the level is between 
.O5 percent and .10 percent. 

In a hypothetical case, Shevlin 
stated that Creel's blood alcohol lev- 
el at the time of the wreck could 
have been as high as .15 percent and 
as low as .10 percent, but this could 
not be considered to be an absolute 
fact. 

Defense's witness Christopher 
Frings, a clinical chemist and toxico- 
ligist testified that too many varia- 
bles exisited to determine an accu- 
rate blood alcohol level for Creel at 
the time of the wreck. 

An eye witness to the crash, Clin- 
ton Cain, testified on behalf of the 
state that Creel's car was traveling at 
a high rate of speed as it ran off the 
pavement in front of the home where 
he was at the time of the crash. 

Cain is a resident of Malone, 
Florida, but he was staying at his old 
home place just north of the Basin 
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Murder conviction in Vann death

A collision of a van and a pickup 
truck which occurred June 23, 1990 
on U.S. Highway 84 near Dothan 


took the life of Morgan Weeden 
Van, 32, of Elba. 
Shortly last the crash, Shirley 


June McCall was charged with mur- 
der in the death of Vann. 

Last Wednesday evening, a Hous- 
ton County jury found McCall guilty 
of murder in the traffic fatality after 
hearing testimony that he was driv- 
ing under the influence of alcohol 
and on the wrong side of the road. 

State witnesses tesufied that 
McCall's blood alcohol level was 
.237 percent at the time of the colli- 


sion and also, he was driving on the 
wrong side of a four-lane highway. 
The .237 percent blood alcohol level 
is more than twice the state's legal 
limit of .10 percent to operate a vehi- 
cle. 

During trial testimony, McCall re- 
ported stated that he had been ar- 
rested numerous umes for driving 
under the influence. 

Houston County's Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Gary Maxwell report- 
edly stated, “I don't think he 
(McCall) intended to kill anyone, but 
what he did was so dangerous it was 
murder! 

A presentence hearing has been 
set for May 13 Circuit Judge 
Denny Holloway.

Elba has its own version of "The Dukes of Hazard"

A domestic disturbance call to the 
Elba Police Tuesday moming result- 
ed, for a short time, into a "Dukes of 
Hazard" type chase. The call came in 
at 10:54 a.m. 

At 10:59 a.m. Policeman Johnny 
Senn responded to the residence of 
Ralph Edwin (Eddie) Long, Jr., age 
33, and Virginia (Ginger) Long, age 
40, located on Highway 87N (the 
Troy highway). 

Reportedly when Officer Senn ar- 
rived on the scene , Mr, and Mrs. 
Long were on the highway right-of- 


way approximately 100 yards south® 
of their home arguing. Police Chief 


Freddie Hanchey, Investigator Don- 
nie Byrd, and Officer Dean Blair ar- 
rived on the scene shortly after Senn. 

As the officers were attempting to 
find out what the nature of the trou- 
ble was, Mr. Long got into his buick 
automobile and proceeded to leave 
the scene. Police Officers Senn and 
Blair pursued him in a southern di- 
rection toward town. Chief Hanchey 
and Investigator Byrd placed Mrs. 
Long in their car to take her to the 
hospital. 

A short distance down the road, 
Mr. Long did a 180° turn and headed 
north on Hwy. 87 with Officers Senn 
and Blair in “hot pursuit.” At the in- 
tersection of County Road and 
Hwy. 87, Long did another 180° 
and proceeded south toward Elba. 
When the chase appeared to be head- 
ed into a congested area, Chief Han- 
chey, via of two-way radio, instruct- 
ed his officers to break-off the chase 
and attempt to keep the Long vehicle 
in sight. 

When Long reached the intersec- 
tion of Al, 203 (by-pass) and High- 
way 87, he tumed west on Al. 203. 
According to police officers, Long, 
after stopping at the intersection of 
Claxton and Ai, 203, ran the red 
light and continued around the by- 
pass toward U. S. Hwy.

Office Senn, who was in sight of 
the Long vehicle, reported that Long 
turned right at the intersection of Al.
